Resident means a citizen of the
United States who has been
domiciled in Maine continuously for
the three months prior to applying for
the license, or an alien who has been
domiciled in Maine for one year.

These requirements must all be met
to be a resident of Maine:

1. If registered to vote, registered in
Maine;

2. If licensed to drive, made applica-
tion for a Maine drivers license;

3. If owning a motor vehicle or
vehicles located in Maine, regis-
tered each vehicle in Maine and;

4. In compliance with the Maine
income tax laws. A child is consid-
ered a resident if the parent(s) or
legal guardian is a Maine resident.
